REMARKS 

In both of independent Claims 1 and 1 1, a "wherein" clause defines two 
separate optical paths. There is a concern over whether these definitions in Claims 1 and 
1 1 match the corresponding definitions in the specification. Accordingly, Claims 1 and 1 1 
have been cancelled so as to permit resolution of these concems in a divisional application 
now being filed with the substance of the cancelled claims. 

The dependency relationships of the remaining claims have been adjusted, 
through cancellation or amendment, and Claims 25 to 28 have been cancelled over 
concerns similar to those noted above. 

Cancellation is without prejudice or disclaimer of subject matter since, as 
noted above, the substance of the cancelled claims is being pursued in a separate divisional 
application.
